Itis a good channel, and has been accu 
rately surveyed by Messrs, Fitzroy &

-Coar ON THE Paciric.—Mr, Benham, of 
San Francisco, has been over in Washing- 
ton Territory examining the coal mines. 
He reports very favorably of them. To 
him we are indebted for the information 
contained below. In Belingham bay, Mr. 
Benhaminformed us, there is a mino of 16 
feet n depth, with a dip of 45 degrees. 
The vein is of solid coal, with the excep- 
tion of two strata of clav, one of 4, the 
other of 5 inches. These, it is thought, 
will disappear-as the mines are sunk be- 
low. The vein juts upon the bay, run. 
mnog off from the shore in a north easterly 
direction. „The bed of the coal is 40 feet 
above high water mark. Preparation 15 
being made to develop these mines at 
once. Over 100 tons of this coal has 
been placed in the San Francisco market, 
and it commanded within $1 of the high.
